to be sdwitted into Maris for the twenty-
five deys of arwmistics, so that the city
might not be in a worse condition for
defence and resistaves shiould the war bhe

resnmed at the end of that time. Of coursa
if Franee and Prussia conld nol agree apon
tenus of peace the former wo ild boin awaorse
condition for resistance ol the expiration of
the arwistice, throngh the consamption of
the limited prount olfood in the beleagnered
city of Paris. The ohject of the Ironch
Governneut was to maintain the status quo,
go that each of the belligerents should be in
the sumo and as good position for resuming
hostilities should peace not be made. Then
it appears the IFrench anthorities wanted
Alspeo and Lorraine to vote for members of
the Constitnent Asgsembly. The Irussians
refured both these conditions. Thereupon
M, Thiers, who was negofiating on the part
of the I'rench al the Prussion royal head-
quarters, was recalled, and the proposed
armistice failed.

Did the Frenceh Provisional Government
really desire an armistice 7 Was it afraid of
subwitting the guestion of peace to the peo-
ple? Was it apprehensive of the popniar
vote being agninst itself and the republic?
There is a snspicion that the men who con-
pose that Government oarad leas about pocce
or I'tance than maintaiviag their own powaer
at any cost., Ttis thought by soma that thay
are peudering to the passions of the worst
classes, repurdless of the wellave of ftha
conulry, for the purpose of holding the rei
of power, It may beso; still the Intest news
sliows that the people in Parig, at least, sus-
tain the defiant attitude of the Governwent,
1t is not unlikely that if the Government had
accepted the Prus=ian terms for an armistice
it wonld have fallen DLefore the fury of the
populuce. The situation was a critical ans,
undoubtedly, though we think Jules Favra,
Trochu, Gambetta, and all the othiar loaders
of the I'remoh in this erisis should have
risked sowething and have taken the respon-
gibility to save Paris and the country from
furtLer disasters,

While we admire the horsism of the Franch
peeple we cannot close our eyaes to thae stern
facts of their dirorganized and terrible condi-
tion. We ennnot Lut see that they ave in the
grip of the mighty hoses of Germany, and
that their etrupples are like those of the lao-
coon, hopelessly enveloped and writhing in
the ceils of the serponts,  With all their fine
armies destroyed and six or soven hundred
thousand veteran, well disciplined, and splen-
didly bandled troops of the enewmy on their
soil, how can they hope to turn the tide of
battle ? DParis may make a biave defense, but

it must fall in time before the vast forees and |

resources of the encemy. Unless sowethiog
should occur—some other proposition be mado
and accepted for an avmistice or for peace—
the benutiful and gay capital of Earope is
doomied, This aplendid eapital of the eivil-
ized world momst fall ss Birasbarg and Motz
have fallen. Tt is p aad evenut to contemplate,
and one that in the pages of history wonld

not redound to the Lonor of Prussia if it
pushes the war to such an oxirewity, Stll

the French will kave to bear the bilnwme for
not yiclding to the fate of war and the inex-
orable dewsnds of the conqueror,

It is possible some other terms may be pro-
posed to end this fearfully bloody war, either
by the Prussians or threugh the interposition
of foreign powers, though the prospect at
present 18 gloomy. While none of the mon-.
archical nations of Europe can be expected to
look with favor upon the iucipient French
republic, it is uot to their interest to see the
pation destroyed or to bave Prussia over-
whelmingly powerful. It is possible, then,
that as the late propessd armistice has failed,
some of the great powers, if not all, may yot
find a solution for the difliculty. We hope
that may be so; that Paris and France may
be saved, and that this bloodiest of modern
wars may soon be ended.

THE BALLOT-BOX AND THE JUDICIARY,

There is one lesson tanght, or rather
strongly brought howe to us, by the recent
conviction of Terence Quinn by the United
States Court, which we cannot ponder too
seriously, more particularly as the people of
this Btate will in a couple of yeara have
another opportunity of saying whether or no
they are satisfied with an elective judiciary,
or, in other words, with the State courts as
they are. Everybody acknowladges now that
it is not possible, with the legal machinery
provided by the State, to punish frandalent
practices at elections, when they are comumit-
ted by members of the wmajority., 1t is sale
to say that this is not only true of the State
of New York, but of every State in the Union
in which the Judges are clective. Of sonrsein
the country distriots, in which mannersarestill
pure, the population educated, intslligent, and
well to do, the evil 15 now and wlways will
be less rife than it is in the largs cities; and
the defects of our elected courts as regards
this duty are, therefore, less apparent. Bat
it is guite certain that the success in cheat-
ing which had attended Democratic efforts
bere, and the way in which the State conrts
bad been robbed of all terrors for evil-docrs
in this partioular matter of election frauds,
would speedily have introdnced similar prac-
tices into every city in the Usion in which
the mejority was as ignorant aod vicious as
Democratic majorities in the great oities
usually are. The whole machinery of popu-
lar govercment in ounr great centres of
wealth and populatiou would have becowms
disgusting farce if Congress had not iuter-
fe

should have to interfere? Is it not most ex-

brought us to the pass which mads it neces-
sary to carry Quinn before Judge Woodraff ?
It minst ho remombaered that
‘‘repeating, " and other offenses of a similar
character, are punishable by BState laws,
The gole repson why Congress had to take
oharge of our elections, is that we conld not
get the State lnws enforced, and the reason
why we conld not get the State lawa enforced
was that Judges elected by universal auffrage,
and dependent on the Temmany ring for re-
vomination, conid not be got to give de-
cistons adverse to the intervsts of the domi-
pant party.  What gives the Federal Judici-
ary its value in the matter is not that it is
Federal, bnt that it holds oflice for life. If
our State Judges holl oflice for life, or wars
ouly removable by & ¢inngs in the Constita-
tion, most nesnredly we should not have to go
inlo the Pederal Conrts to have our repsaters
brought to justive. There are on the New
York bench plenty of men as good as any on
tbe United States bench, and the United
States judges are chosen from awmong just
such men ag, we are glal to say, evil asa the
times are, still compose the bulk of the New
York bar; but we bave a jadicial system
which reelly, except in the cnso of the Court
of Apps als, geems fromed to stimulate what-
ever 18 bad in the judge's nature, or paralyzo
what is good, 'Tho resuit is that we have to
go to the United Biates Courts to protast the
purity of our elections, and we are only saying
what every lawyer kuows to be true, when we
say that we wounld pll go thero, too, for the
protection of our property, il we conld. Aa it
1%, every cese involving large inleresls, in
this city st lenst, which can by any twisting
or tnrming of constitulional provisions be got
into the Federal Courts, 15 got into them. Jo
other words, not only has the experi-
ment made in varions States, of un clective
judicinry, with short terms of office, heen
proved a fatlare, bnt the system of uppoint-
ment or life tennre is an acknowledged mue-
cesn.  Wherever paople have the ohoice be-
tween the State Courts and the Federal Qourts
they choose the latter; and this not bacausa
{he Federal judges are always more lanrned
lawyers or more upright men than the State
judges, but beecause they sit under s system
which insures their independence.
Democratio orators are constan'ly peating

abont centralization of late years, Centrali-
zation is indeed almost the ouly thems they
do not find too delicate to haudle., DBuatl if
there be any tendency to contralization, it is
Democratic politiciaus who arve creating and
fostering it, 'The danger of cenlralization
does not lie in what oen in Uongross say or
enact, but in what people through the conn-
try feel. The great ends of povernmen',
after all, are security fer lile and property,
und for the freo play of the faculties, As
leng as State laws and State Judges provida
this, within the limits prescribed by the Con.
stitution, we may rely upon it local sell-
government will have too many nttrac-
tions for the pc-pnl!:.r mind to make it
possible for Congress to encronch on it. Dut
vnly let raseally politicians sueeeed in doing
what they are doing in New York —4ifusing
ll:r(-n;:;h the community a deep senso of in-
gecurity, with regard not only to their pos-
sessions and their persons, but with regard
to the enjoyment of their political rights —
and the seeds of contralization will indeed be
gown., If suybody wants to see the fonr
men who bave done most to promoils cen.
tralization in this State, he must take a look
at Hoffman and Twead and Barnard and Car-
dozo. There is worse injury dona to State
rights in Roow No. 1% in one day than Con-
gress conld do in ten yenrs.

ARE THE INIHABITANTS OF OTHER
WORLDS MEN ?

The Rev. Henry Ward Beocher, anawering
in the Olristion Unton a correspondent who
interrogates him concerning the spiritnal con-
dition of the inhabitants of the other plaunets
of the solar system, first queations whether
tbere are any such inhabitants at all, and
then goes on to remark as follows: —

“Rut admitting that the other orba are populated
ratlonal nud Intelligent cr e, It by no
meuns follows that they have had a history ke oure
race, or that they psychologieally resemble nz,
It 5 not prosable that the hamap species exhausts
the pussibuities of variation. ™

In the first place, Mr. Beccher ought fo bs
able to do more than barely admit tho possi-
bility of there being other inhabited worlds
than our own, A wman of his large and libaral
views onght to see, withont argnment, the
absurdity of supposing that the countless
stars, which astronomy teaches us ara so
muny suns, shine only for the sake of the
feeble light which, on moonless nights, they
afford this little earth, or even that the many
planets which surronud us are mere barren
masses of matter. If the Creator be at all a
being of such power and zoodness combined
as every religion represents him to be, his
creation of intelligent beings cannot be
limsited to the narrow area with which wa are
acquainted. And, if there are such beings,
it is equally illogical to suppose that they
differ from us in any essential particalar,
either as to the body or as to the gonl,

The tendency of science is, without exeop-
tion, towards the demonstration of the uunity
of creation, and of the substantial harmony
of all its parts. From the most elevated man
down to the lowest reptile, eomparalive
zoology traces a chain of gradual descant,
each step of which retains a resemblance to
one common buman form. The vegetabla
kingdom has its analogies to the animal, and
the mineral, again, to the wvegetable, Tho
botanist shows that in the tree there is a sys-
tem of bloodvessels and lungs and physiologi-
cal functious, which are a perfect counter-
part of the corresponding system in the
human body; and in the prooess of crystalli-
zation and chemical combination, there are
many features of resemblance to vegetable
growth, As to Lhe races of wmen, they differ
among themselves only in saperiicial details,
and net in essentials, No exploralion has
yoet revesled men withont human bodies,
heads, legs, and arws, or without hearts and
lungs and other vital orgaps, or wanting in
any of the fundamental constituents of the
buman mind. To erown all, we are toldin
the Bible that man was created in the image
and likeness of God, thus elearly indicating
that the Deity himself is the common type of
which sll meu are fluite and imperfest copies,
To those who, like My, Beccher, profess to
aceept the Bible as a divine revelation, this
should be decisive a3 proving the unity of
the races on this planet at least,

But if the inhabitants of this earth, widely
scattered as they are, and differing as they do
in color, features, and outward appearancs,
are yet mlike in (heir essential bodily aund
mental charseteristies, and if all the inferior
works of ereation have a nuity with man and
with each other, by what process of reasoning
can it be made to appear probabls that ths
ereplores on sny otber planet are not suh.
stautially just snch boings as we are? If we

acquainted a noiformity of type, why should
that uniformity eease with onr boundaries,
orpecially if we admit that the same God
crcafed them wod us?

THY. NEGRO AND COTTON PICKING.

Journals in the cotton States complain of
the searcity of labor for cotton picking. The
chicf trouble is with the negroeg, who are up
to their eyes in polities, aud spurn the wmost
tempting offers to pull the erop. A Flonda
psper suys thut the negroes thore ** havo be-
come g0 exeitod Lhe of politics
that the planters have great diliisulty iu get-
ting thewr crops harvested.” The Memphis
Appeal asserts that *‘thengh the fislds are
white with cotion, the pickiug fores is inado-
quate. AMany negroes pro deserting the fields,
sud efforts are muking to anpply their places
with white labor.” The Galveston Neirs re-
marks—*"many of our freeduisn refuse 75
cents to =1 andupwards, specie (per 100 1bs, ),
for cotton picking.” Lo bhead off, as far as
we conld, this misfortnue of the searcity of
labor at the most eritical time, which ovearred
last yenr, which occurs this year, aud which
will occur every year as long as the freedmen

THE AGE OF SI'EEL,
e the Trdustrial Bulletin,

There has been during the past lew yearsa
very lurge number of inventions announced
having for their object to convert iron into
gteel by some cheap and simple process.
Cast iron 18 a compound or mixture of iron
and carbon,from which steel differs by having
less portion of earbon, and wrought iron is
nearly free from carbon, The nsnal process
of making steel is to convert pig iron into
wrought iron, which is then recarbonized in
the cemenling farnace. These processes are
tedious and oostly, and the minds of invea-
tors, both hers and abroad, have been in a
ferment, with the purpose of discovering,
and often willi the belief thal there had beon
disecovered, o sbort ent which would tarn
molten iron directly into steel, and their
chemicul processes have been trinmphantly
annonnced as suceessful, and hava hu.{ ahort-
lived celebrity, Tble Milure of ninety-ning
wethods in no way disconoerts the discoverer
of the one hundredth, and the propristors of
iron works sre constanily annoyed by the
sangnine inventors who possess @ secret way
of waking steel, which they wish Lo have
tested on 8 large secale for the purpose of
demovsirating its inealenlable value,

The fallacy in the numberless methods
which have dirappointed the hopes of their
projectors consists in the fact that English
and Awerican pig iron not only contiin car-
bon which wust be eliwinated to briog it ap
to the standard of stesl, but also gertain sub-
stences called impurities —silica, phospho.
rusg, and sulplhnr. It iy comparatively easy
Lo get rid of the earbop, bt very difioult to
purge away these other deleterious matters,
and it is not enough to take away the greater
part of them, for wore than a mere tracs ia
destructive to the production of stesl. [tis
the fact that some brands of pig iron eoutsin
less than ¢ per cent. of carbon, or about the
perecutuge of the fuest brands of stesl, Lat

moving all iwpurities, recarhonizes tha
molten metal by the introdaction of gpie se''-
sen, n metnl having a definite proportioa of
earbon, aud conlaining no delelerions sub-
stapnces whatevoer. It way be doubted if Mr,
Bessemer was the discoverer of the prinei.
ples involved in hLis process, a4 William
Kelley, of Ohio, claimed priority, Lut e in-
vented and perfected machinery for conduct-
j[,E_{ the operstions suecasst ..]].\‘.

The manunfactire of Bessemer stosl hns
extended very greatly in England and Feanso
and Germany, and within a ghort time has
been suoccessinlly counducted in tha United
States. Owing to the novelly ol the opara-
tions, and to Lhe facl that many qualitivs of
iron prove refractory and untitted for the
process, experiments in the manufacture in
this country kave been veory costly, aud a
congidernble proportion hiave been failuros.

Foreign manufacturers, alarmed by ths
efforts to establish steel works on the DBas
semer plan in the United States, redused
their prices, until they were invoicing their
stecl rails at a rate below that at which the
best quality of American wronght iron rails
can be produced, Unfortuuately, as Bessamer
steel rails were a new product, not named in
the tarifl of 1801 and its supplements, they
fell into the pgeneral clanse covering nnenu-
merated fabries of steel, nud were sabjeet to
an ad soloran duty of forty-fiva per cent,
The effect of frandulent nnder-valuations to
ckeat the revenfe, and of dona file reduc-
ticus of price to breuk down the market, has
been to greatly embarrass the new works
startipg up in this conntry, and a large
smount of money has been sunk in the busi-
Tiess,

The specific duty of 1} cenls per pound
impored by the new tarift bill is not e
then the equivalent of the former aid salorem
duty, if it conld have been honestly collestad,
and the outery of the free-traders aboutan
inerense of duty on Dessemer sleel is doubly
a fulsebood. That the manufaciuve conld not
bie carried on in this couniry nnder former
torifl rates bas been clearly dewonstrated,
but the puaranty of stability which is given
by the bill passed at last gession will breathe
new life into the busipess, and wo may ox-
pect such experiments to be conducted in
different parts of the couniry with wvarions
ores, and such improvewents in machinery Lo
be wade a5 will ennble ns to substitnte steoel
for many of the uses in which iron is now
employed.

That we only do this throngh home pro-

dunction must be readily apparent to overy-
Lody except the agenty of foreign steel
wanufreturers and the newspapers paid by
them to abuse everybody emgaged in the
lnudable work of establishing this new and
wos! important industry of the United States.
